CHAPTER 90. 

AN ACT to create a special fund for the re-equip-
ment of the Wisconsin National Guard and 
make an appropriation therefor. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SE(7rIoN 1. All moneys hereafter received by 
the state of Wisconsin from the United States in 
payment of the claim of the state of Wisconsin 
against the United States for quartermaster's 
stores and supplies, ordnance and ordnance 
stores and supplies, and for equipment of what-
ever character, furnished by the state of Wiscon-
sin for the use of the Wisconsin Volunteers in 
the service of the United States in the year 1898, 
during the Spanish-American war, shall be and 
are hereby set aside and constituted a special 
and separate fund to be used, at the discretion of 
the governor, only in the re-equipment of the 
Wisconsin National Guard. 

SECTION 2. Disbursements from said fund 
shall only be made for the purposes designated in 
this act and payments shall be made only on 
vouchers audited by the quartermaster general 
and approved by the governor. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect aria be 
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
